The Beryl Or AqiiamBrine mhiics at i’acftyiir (Pattalal) 
in the Dharapuram Ufnk of the Coimbatore dl#uict were 
Worked in the early ^jart of the last centujy by Jodoli 
MarahaU Heath, who secured 2,196 stones valued at £ti(X>. 
The discoveiy of coins of the Roman Empertm Augustus, 
Tiberius, CJaudiui, and othent, in tlic neighbourhood, has 
been used os ttvidence that there was coruiderabte eoni' 
roeme between the ancient inhabftauu uf tile locality and 
the Roman tradera. it la Ker>rdi3d by Pliny, in his lYatumf 
Hulory, that dm best beiyU, wUIcIi he nxognlscd as being 
a variety of the ctnemlO. me thw wltidt (like thisde at 
Padiyur)luve the green colour of pore sea-water, and come 
firotn Indio.

enabling llie butterfly to escape with a piece biUen out of 
its wftigSL Tlic shawl birtterdy. mafirfitfa, is said 

to have Eugeesicd the pttern on the famous silk shawls. 
The cocoons of the wild allk-inoth Anthn'^apapkia, which 
arc the source of tasnr silk, are collected in certain rurest 
srca'i, r^. by the hill P^oS Jn die Ganjam Mttlinhs. The 
rearing of tite domesticAlod Il^tuSpx Wifri, or mulberry silk¬ 
worm, lui for some lime been a wtogntsed InJustiy in llie 
Mysore State In receot years, i^k-Morm or sericulture 
farm* have been started under Japanese management, and 
by the Salvation Afm>- at lirttigabrc. 

The Hymenoptero include the VV’jups and Bees Some 
wasps, known as potlcts, make mud cells on walls, win do w- 
panee, and other parts of hvuircs, in which they deposit 
piiralyiied caterpillars. The largest of the honey-boes is 
ApiJ dorjiifa, which biiitds large nrMs in the foitsta. In

The cxcavationw tamed out in the ■’cairns, creuniedis, 
and barrows " of the Nilgiria ty Mr J, W, llreeks^ when 
Commissioner of the dutn'et. brought to bght a splendid 
«cnes of unique pottery jaru, iron implements, ogsle and 
carndiun bends, brnnre vases and bowls, etc. Tlic hulk 
of the colitcLioii is now cjchibiteU in the Mutlm.s Muaeujtv. 
The pot toy jars are sumtouiitod by litis, nn which are 
mod died gretesque icprescntatiuijs of hiijn4ii beings and 
animals. Coticcmiug these figuHne*. Mr I note writes that 
"thoae repreretilitig mim and winncii are extremely in- 
tererting fmm the light tiny throw upon the stage of 
civiliration tlieJr inafccfs had aiiainctl to. for tbej- rllustrate 
tlic ihfthiiumf the garment* as alion nf the ornaments tlt^ 
wiore, and of Ihe arm* and implement* carrtod b>' them. 

'I he animals they had domesticHiicd, those they chased, 
and otJier*thul they jirelinbly worshfpjxtthareall indicated." 
Among the moat interesting figures ore those of ireartled 
incii riding on horses, and large.horned buffiitoci, ivhicb 
might have been modelled from the Toda bu/Taloe* of die 
presen[ day. and like there, at AincrslsL and the migrotioiu 
of the sacred herd frctii place to place, bear a bell reuud 
the neck. 

It was nnfed by Mr lliceks that the chamcteristic 
feature of the Nllgirf coitu* and barixavs is the chcle of

A few years ago, extensfve eutcavat inns were carrictl 
out by Mr A. Rea, of the Aroli3e;olti|'ic«] Surv^ Depajt* 
mcnl at the Vast preltfsiorie uf protohiatoric cemetery at 
Atlttanallitr in the TtnticvcIJy district rroni thiv early 
burial-gmund, a huge tiinnbtr of dnngated, globular unis, 
made of red earthiuiware, nnri avw^ng less than three 
f«l in diiitncter, with a slightly greater height, were dug 
ORL Sonic of the urtui cun tamed Inimiui skull* aiid otiicr 
iMiites, with no sien* of r^ronintidn. In those urns whicti 
contaiiietl ettmpicte skdetoris, the (XHiitiun of the bone* led 
to the conclusioo that they had been pjaced indiUa in a 
stjuUtTing or sitting attitude.

with magnificent corridors 4000 fcrei in Jetiglh. Excepting 
small portions, alJ of tbcSrC, as they now e*ial, are uf com¬ 
paratively modem date, from about the sixteenth 
ccntuiy downwards^ as a great deal of the older work was 
destroyed in iJie Muhammadan invasions of Soidhem 
India, and subsequenity restomd 

At VljayKtiagai in the Bdlary dSf^trict there are very 
extensive remains of a great cKy^ stiU containing many 
remarkEble buildings of the later Dra^ ldian sty Ic, founded 
by A I'lindu dynasty which, fTom the T 41 J] to the tdth 
ccnlui>''i sueccssrully resbted the Moghul sovereigns of the 
north. 

At Srav'ana Bclgola m Mysore, besitics the remarkahle 
colossal figure (p. tsj)^ there is an mtercfting group of 
temples of the JaTii dating fmin about tJm t:tih century, 
which also bclotig to liie Dravidlan style TIuise, and oUief 
temples in the Canaresc districtsi of the west coast, are 
distinguished by tiieir lofty and very beauUful sUmhluii 
or carved ijbelifks leMtnbJing thi>se found near Ruddhist 
stupas, wbicli arc |i[4ccil outside ilie eiitrauces. In Hindu 
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tcm flics ftucfi pillirfl arc called dipdftn»t ane surmmlnted 
by a McrificLil laitip, but the Jains place itnageSifir some¬ 
times a mifiSatufc shrine^ at the top of tliem. 

Tilt districts of the ivest ctwiat have a styls of temple 
jitchiteelurc distinct fnotn niiy other ppit of Soy them 
India, but very similar to Uiat of Nepal and other sub- 
Himalayan districts. The roofs m far re^tembk tlie Buddhist 
afld Dravtillan tyfm ihat they art bulU in storiea firadually 
diminUhing lov-ardji the top; but, being entirely of wood 
Of tliatched, tiiey are skiping instead of being terraced^ 
and have deep pirojeeilflg caves su|Jported by brackets. 
The substructure ii of stauc, wJtli rkhly carved cojimms 
'^ufiporting the roof. Tlie Jain temples at Mudabidri m 
South Caunra, built in the i 5 tb ccitUiiy* are typical 
exampte^i 

The l-lindu style of architecture which ts ttUermedUte 
between the Northern and Southern stylest and Called 
Chalulryan by Fergussan^ belongs properly lo the Deccan, 
though some fine examples of it are found in Mysore, and 
in t]ic Canarese districts of the Madras Fttstdenej^ In 
Ehta style the viiliana, or shrine, remains Lbe dontinant 
urchitceturat feature^ but. iisstcad of being square at the 
base, as in the Drairidiaii typt, it becomes mote aiul more 
polygonal ajail circular^ until the plan at lui^r is like the 
opened petals of a lolua. Tlie roof alsov instead of being 
in distinet atones and pyramidal, 15 stepped, and tanda to 
resemble the caivcd splfe^ or aiklmra, of tlic Nortficm 
Hindu stylOr TIte exquisitely carved doorways; of tlie 
Gialukyan teJiiplca arc partktilarly noticeable^ The purest

The word cheroot, 
it may be noted, i» iledved from die Tamil shimtdu, a mil 
(of tobaccoX The dterobt manitfncture in the Tdchinopol'y 
district u iaid to have declined, owing to ihe competition 
of tlip mlliJcf anrJ better rolltxl cheroots; which arc made 
at Dindigul and ilffldras. It is pointal out by Sir George

One result of the discoveiy and introduction of aniline 
and alrearine dyes has been that the cultivution of some 
of the plants ured by native dyens in the manmacture of 
vegetable dyes, has been abandoned.

It was soon found that these areas could 
produce a tea which, though not of first class qujility, cculd 
cummaed a ready sale at profitable prices. Tea wdll grow 
at any devarion, but, in generaE terms, it may be said that, 
the In'gher Llic elcv‘iitiun+ Uic better is the (|iialhy of the tta 
protjijced, but the sitiadcr hi ihc yield. Tea grown near 
sca>Ic\'e[ gives an abundant yield of vtry low^ quality. TJie 
wUtch ore hund.phieheii by cooHeSk are ntanufacturHl 
into varioiu* clitsses of tea* c^g. hiack and green tea, which 
feed IX tnnrkrt naine!i, such as Ojmnge FekrWt Wene. etc. 
The rlays of pontable cultK'ation of cinchona were 
short, owing to the rapid and sdentific development of the 
indmtry by tJie Uutcfi Go^remment fn Java.

rock, or other object The pearls of eommerce are for the 
most part tfaoae wirieh are fonned within tJic soft liasties of 
the animal, and not the irregular pearly cjicrewcnees {oJu- 
mutmh which an? found as outgrowihi* of the nacreous or 
mothcT-of-pearl layer of the shell. The peatla arc fnnncd 
by the detxisitlon of carbonate of lime in concentric laytirs 
like the succeasivc scales of an ouiem, Bound some itrilating 
foreign body, such as a parasitic worm, grain of sand, or 
the frustule of a diatom. The sliells am collected by 
Tamil and Arab divcia, who wear no diviB-g dress, but an?

Tlic chank (?aiikha)of conch fishery is alsti tofifJucted 
from 'I'lilicorin^ and 1 % a more regular sooroe of income 
than fhc pearl fialieries. The shells are fcriTnd in rhe 
neigh htiurbn;Kl of the pearl bankSt buried in the oand, 
lying on the sea-bottom, or in sandy crevices beiwctin 
bh^rks of coml-rock. They lie scattered about. Quel not 
aggregated together like the peart oysters^ so that the 
divers have 10 move about from place to place on tiio 
bctlQid in search of ihcm. The sliclls irc stored in a 
godoxvn or store-room, where the animal maUer Is got rid 
of by iJic process of piitrefacb'on^ and periodtcally sold by 
auction to the highest bIdJer.
